Remarkable Masonic Incident.

The first Masenic funeral that ever 
occurred in California took place in the 
year 1849, and oe over thie 
body of a brother found in the bay of 
San francisco. An aecount of the 
ceremonies states that on the body of 
the deceased was found a silyer mark 
of a Mason, upon which were en- 
graved the initials of his name. <A 
little further investigation revealed 
to tne beholder the most singular ex- 


ever drawn by the ingenuity of man 
upon the human skin. There jg noth- 
jug in the uisivey of traditions of Pree 
Masonry equal a it. Beautifully dot- 
ted on his left arm, in red and blue 
ink, which time could not efface, ap- 
peared all the embiems of the entered 
apprenticeship. There were the Holy 
Bible, the scusre ang Compass, the 
twenty-four Inch gauge and common 
gavel. There was also the Masonie 
pavement, representing the ground 
floor of King Solomon’s temple, the 
and the blazing starinthe center. On 
his right arm, and artistically execu- 
ted in the same indelible liquid, were 
the emblems pertaining to thé Fellow 
Craft degree, viz: the square the level 
and the plumb.

We copy as follows from the Russian 
correspondent of the ew York 
World: “there “had “always been a 
tendency among the Russlan clergy 
to become a caste, but this tendency

children of priests, deacons and other 


ical condition, from which it was very 
difficult to leave. In consequence, all 
the sons of a priest become priests or 
monks; thé sons of a reader, readers, 
ete, The daughters married only dea- 
eons. Henee a place in the church be- 
camean inheritance, and a deacon 


ried the daughter of some priest where 
there was a vacancy, for this was con- 
sideréd the?’ daughter’s dowry. In 
of tife death af a ‘priest with a’ poor 
family, it was thought that the place 
must of right be given to some one 
who would marry one ofthe daughters. 
The natura] consequence was a crop 
of unhappy marriages, and a great 
degradation of the clergy, till now in 
the villages they are despised by the 
land owners, and not respected by 
peasants. They are generally poor, 
with large families, and haye to’ work 
like the reat of the -peasants for their 
living. A new law bas just been pub- 
lished, by which the children of the 
clergy will no longer belong to the 
clerical condition. - The’ children of 
priests and deacons are given the same 
privileges as the children of personar 
nobles, and those of the chureh servi- 
tors as the children of honorary citil 
zens. Ifthey do not chaose to ente-s 
the church, they may enter the civil 
or military service of the Government, 
or may engage m trade or commerce 
or private employments. But, with 
a due regard for vested interests, they 
are allowed to profit by all the funds 
and institutions which are for the use 
of thetsons of the clergy. This at once 
clears the church of a multitude of 
useless men whoonly studied theology 
because they had to, and will doutless 
raise the standard of the clergy, to 
which end improvement in the semi- 
naries and charges in the parish or- 
ganizations are also contributing.”’

The Academy .6f Seiences Paris 


has received-the following particukirs 
of an accident caused by lightning at

FREE DELIVERY. 

Free delivery of Letters by Carriers at the 
residence of owners may be secured by ob- 
serving the following Rules: j 

}. Direct letters plainly to the street and ) 
_— ber, as well as the Postoffiee and State. 

. Head letters with the name of the wri- 
Postoflice and State, Street and Number. 
Sign them with full name, and request that 
eee be directed aceordingly. 

. Letters sent to strangers or transient yvis- 
tv in town or city, whose special address 
may be unknown, should be marked on the 
lower eee hand « orner withthe word * Tran- 
sient.’ 

4. Place the postage stamp on the upper 
right hand corner, and leave space between 
the stamp and direction for post marking, 
Without interfering with the writing. 

N.B. A request forthe retautn of a letter to 
the writer, if unelaimed within thirty days 
or less, written or printed, with the writer’s 
hame, PostoMfice and State across the left 
hand side of the envelope, on the face side, 
will be comptied with. Letters bearing such 
endorsements will be returned to the writer, 
free Of postage. 

Parties now renting Boxes, or receiving 
their mail through the General Deliy- 
ery, ean receive their mails at their resi- 
dences or places of business, regularly and 
Without risk, by the Carrier system of Free 
Delivery. An order to this effect left at the 
Chief Clerk's will secure immediate at- 
tention, 

The advantage of the Free Delivery system 
cannot be too highly estimated. It is more 
regular, more secure, and more econyenient 
than the box system. Many letters pass 
through the ninils, reach this eity, and are 
deposited inthe boxes safely, but because of 
a divided responsibility, fall to reach the firm 
or family addressed. 

The Carriers are allsworn toa faithful per- 
formanee Of service, and are under heavy 
bonds for an honest discharge of duty. 

If the business community eould be in- 
duced to cease sending boys to the Postoffice 
for their mail matter, and accept the means 
provided by the Department fora safe deliv- 
ery of ietters through responsible carriers, a 
great evil would be corrected, and many 
losses (now occurring) prevented. 

Valuable Letters should be carried to the 
Postoffice and registered. If money is to be 
remitted, a Postal Money Order should be ob- 
tained. If upon points where there is no 
money order office, then the letter should be 
registered. Money should hever be enclosed 
in an letter. 


MONEY ORDERS. 


Absolute safety in sending money by mail 
is secured by obtaining a Money Order, on 
any Money Orde Office, for which the fees 
are: 


On Orders not exceeding $20.................10 cents 
Over $20 and not exe ee ding eRe 15 cents

POSTAGE ON LETTERS. 


Letters for the Mails in the United States 
must be prepaid three cents the half ounce 
or single rate, 

City letters must be prepaid two cents half 
ounce or single rate. 

Unpaid letters are sent directly to the Dead 
Letter Office in Washington. Letters weigh- 
ingover half am ounce] and prepaid a single 
rate are forwarded, and the balance collected 
on delivery. 

Revenue Stanpps cannot be used for pre- 
paying postage. 

FORWARDING LETTERS FREE, 

The law provides that. “ prepaid and free 
letters shall be forwiirded, at the request of 
the party addressed, from one Postoffice to 
another, without additional postage. A let- 
ter which has been delivered by the Postof- 
fie to an authorized person, and by him re- 
directed to another Postoftice, cannot be for- 
warded to its new address without the pre- 
payment of postage. 

Drop letters can beso forw edi but they 
must be charged with letier postage—three 
eents for each half ounce or fraction thereof. 
The provisions of this act do not apply to 
any inail matter except letters. 

Neither paid or uhpaid foreign letters can 
be forwarded free,
